2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While prior art 
such as Belligoi et al. (WO 96/34062) teach silica aggregated with binder polymers, not 
of the prior art is found to teach or sufficiently suggest the specific process of the 
present claims comprising the preparation of anisotropic silica aggregates by first 
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contacting at least one polymer with nonaggregated silica particles which exhibit a high 
degree of dispersion in an aqueous medium and consolidating the aggregates obtained 
in the earlier stage, either by heat treatment or by precipitation of an inorganic 
compound, wherein the polymer is added at a quality of 0.02 and 2 mg/m2 with respect 
to the surface area of the nonaggregated silica particles, and the value of the 
electrostatic charge of the surface of the nonaggregated silica particles being greater 
than or equal to the value of the charge of the surface of the silica particles measured in 
an aqueous phase without added salts at a pH of greater than or equal to 7. 
Thus, claims 15-26 are allowed.
